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A  kind  of  whirring  noise  may  be  heard  from  the  east  on  some  of  these 
still  nights;  it  is  caused  by  thousands  of  composers  turning  slowly  (33  rpm) 
in  their  graves.  They  are  making  the  horrible  discovery  that  the  reason 
they  went  to  the  trouble  of  including  triangles,  piccolos,  bass  drums, 
or  cymbals  in  their  scores  was  merely  so  that  their  music  would  satisfy  the 
demands  of  some  super-electronic  sound  boffle  with  high-low  turnover  impe- 
dances, maximal  crossbridge  reticulation,  and  multiphonic  stereotechny. 
Leaf  through  the  ads  in  the  L.P.  catalogues;  why  has  some  company  put  out 
the  twenty-ninth  available  recording  of  Scheherazade?  Because  they  have 
discovered  a  conductor  with  a  special  sympathy  for  the  music?  No!  They 
have  discovered  a  new  way  to  drag  the  unprotesting  listener  into  the  or- 
chestra and  plant  his  eardrums  smack  in  the  middle  of  the  timpani. 

No  radio  station  making  any  sort  of  attempt  at  offering  serious  musical 
fare  can  ignore  the  fact  that  a  good  recording  is  agreeable  to  the  ear,  but 
neither  can  the  choice  of  a  recording  be  determined  solely  by  decibel 
rating,  given  an  inferior  performance;  nor  can  a  worthy  piece  of  music  be 
bypassed  because  the  sole  available  recording  happens  to  be  a  1928  shellac 
set  available  only  in  manual  sequence. 

The  responsibility  of  a  radio  station  is  to  the  creator  of  a  musical  idea, 
and  to  the  choice  of  the  best  possible  vehicle  for  this  idea,  both  as  to 
interpreter  and  to  sound  of  interpretation.  High  fidelity  means  fidelity  to 
both  these  elements;  not  merely  to  a  gorgeous  facade  of  sound  to  a  non- 
existent house.  High  fidelity  in  the  KPFA  sense  is  the  highest  possible 
fidelity  to  the  totality  of  our  culture. 
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Numbers  in  parenthesis  denote  rebroadcast  programs.
